IT would have Magi- 
firates imprint this Maxim on their Memory, 
and wear it on their Thoughts, tor I am afraid 
very few of ‘em do confider, how much thofe 
who bear the Sword in vain, do contribute to the 
Sins of other Men, and that Sins of Omiifion, 
as well as Sins of Commiilion, muft be accoun- 
ted for. | :
